wretched ftate may find another courfe, 
whereby a perftianency of harmonious 
numbers will glow upon the ferenity of 
thy cogitating mind;— let's hence: our 
command from the almighty's meffen- 
ger forbids our fojouriiing more time 
than now we have taken, ere we arrive 
-on the eaftern plains of Nod ; that will 
only be fome few days in fultry fatigue, 
before we can gain the refting arbour of 
thofe uncultivated groves. 

Thy words I duly fhali regard, faid 

Cain l*m ready to attend thy fearch 

yet my prophetic foul (if any 

fuch 
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foch I do poffefe) fays our labour will 
be in vain. 

How fa ? fays Mahala with eagcrncfs ; 
—explain thy words !— 

To fearch without finding our oS- 
fpring— replied Cain.— ^ 

Mahala, without enquiHng further, 
followed her hufband. 

Soon they arrived on the fummit of 
the hill — in vain they fought their 
tender care within the valley of the 
circumjacent mount'.— Thus they fpent 
the day in fruitlefs toil, and with re- 
doubled anxie^ faw the fable curtain 
of night drawn along the eaftern fkies 
ere they defifted, fo great were their 

fuffcring 
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fuffering feelings for their infant young 
——for, now the dulky weft ppt on the 
thick mantle of darknefs, and fhrouded 
ail the hemifphere with a pitchy fleece.

afpefts that prey upon his fenfes, mak- 
ing even his wakeful poftures fubjed to 

ftartings of fear and puiillanimity ! 

hence the wildnefs of chimerical illu- 

fions drawn from fources of atrocity.—** 

Fade ye evergreens — ye towering cedars 

—ye blufhing bloffoms of fcaly palm — 

be dry ye winding rills who fang the 

ditty of the dying facrifice to fin - O ye 

birds and beafts who faw the fight, be 

for ever mute - thou earth who opM thy 

mouth to receive a brother's blood, be 

for ever barren— hah i who comes here ? 

fo fpoke the awakenM fugitive from his 

terrific dream— —when the fair part- 

ner of his woes, in pleafing flumbers 

was traverfing imaginary regions of un- 

parallel'd blifc— her fportive fancy, in 

pleafurable fort, held the illufive dream 

as 
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as exquifite delight, and in tranfports of 
joy op'd her eyes j but to paint the con- 
trad between ideal, and reality of fcenes, 
requires the mod attentive fkill ; for as 
the wanton fawn who fports in the adja* 
cent thicket to her painful dam, meets 
with fearful furprize in a fudden (kip 
within the wolPa retreat, fo w^s Maha* 
la's vifionary joy^ inftantly chang'd into 
embittered pangs of meagre diftrefs, and 
agonizing doubts ; with an eagerness 
of a fooid wife, under the corrofive in« 
fluence of rigid calamity, fhe raifed her 
head, and on enquiring, her fpoufe gave 
a detail of his vifionary difquiet of mind^ 
in the following words :— - 

Be not diftemperM, my deareft be- 
loved, and much efteem'd uife-^ my 

dreams were beyond the extremes in 

nature, 
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nature, and prrf«ited fcenes of the 
horrid kingdom of the infernal chief : —

O my deareft, how I re- 
joice to find it was but a dream ! — to 
paint but a faint idea of the remem- 
brance, that flill remains upon the foli- 
age of my imagination, would affright 
thy virtuous and unpolluted foul :-^In 
fine, I &W the regions of eternal night, 

without 
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mthout any internuffion, to confift of 
Uacknefs, of burning and confuming 
clouds, that were clofely enfolded in 
pitchy windings of living fire, yet (b 
ftrange in its nature, as to emit no 
limunous fpark ; but in extreme hesit 
furpafs'd the pow'r of our fiery globe, 
which warms this earth from an uhmea- 
furable diftance — ^yes, my bclov'd ! the 
fire was of that penetrating keennefs 
wluch from a liquid lava that flows along 
thofe dreadful confines, that every por« 
of my fpiritual form received exquUite 
torments, which was attended by the 
infults, feoffs, jnecks, and torturing cru- 
elties of infernal fpirits; amongft the 
croud there was none more aftive than 
Ana^elech, that vile fiend who raifed 
wifhin my bread a defire of revenge 
igainft my dear and much lamented 

brother. 
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brother. This dsemon exulted in his 
conqueft over the life of man — ^when 
the mighty hoft of deformed fpirits of 
this place of mifery and black defpair, 
ihouted with dreadful yellings their ap- 
provings of his deed — then I perceived 
by the deadly blue flames which emit- 
ted from their mouths, that the furface 
of this extenfive domain of Satan, had 
various caverns of liquid fire, which 
ferved as fprings to fupply the lake of 
fulphurous fire, whofe flench was in- 
tolerable, and painful in the extreme 
to my fenfes — when alfo I beheld the 
wretched fons of iniquity, (hackled with 
ponderous chains of living fire in va- 
rious forms of loathfome animals — nor 
were any without the infignia , of a 
monftrous ferpent of poifoning breath- 
ings, as emblematical of Satan's artifice 

to 
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to deceive the firft created of human 
fpecies — anon the Tvhole affembly in 
agonizing remembrance of their celef* 
tiai joys, cursM each other— and then 
their own exiftence, and fearfully tore 
from off their hideous heads the briftly 
hair of living fnakes in frantic defpair, 
and acknowledg'd the fupreme power 
to be only juft and great in thus punifli- 
ing their guilt, and continuing their 
eternal deaths ! then again they feve- 
rally relapfed into their rebellious apof- 
tacy ; nor were any of them able to find 
a moment to repent, for the - time of it 
was wrefted for ever from them; and 
in hideous forms and in wild diforder 
they attack^ each other in furious 
fight with infernal weapons of fright- 
ful fhapes ; — again, when torn and man- 
gled by each other, they wept in ftrains

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of timitterablc woe — the terror, grief, 
fhame, torment, and confcious refleflion 
of die inhabitants- of thofe regions c^ 
eternal death, fail all defcription I-— 
Nor is there a minute to alleviate their 
woes — for a routine of evils continually 
fucceed each other; and to make their 
mifery complete, the Paradife of God 
is clear to view, wherein eternal joys 
are dealt out in abundance to the blefs'd 
inhabitants of that abode.— O Mahala! 
from the place of tx)rment, even the 
gulph of eternal mifery, the abyfs of 
the damnM, I beheld my angelic bro- 
ther Abel ; I faw him on the verge of a 
coral rock that jetted out from between 
the confines of celeftial refervoirs of 
pure water, and ambrofial walks of 
fhaded fweets which fent forth fragrant 
efHuvias, as the beautiful and godlike 

inhabitants. 
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inhabitants^ in words of mufical accents 
chaunted . forth in the praife of him 
who by his word created the numerous 
worlds : — my feelings were then without 
bounds in excefiive motion-— I felt, I 
faw, I heard, and in my wild tranfports 
of forrow, funk beneath my burden of 
eternal wrath^ when I was roufed into 
ienfible feelings of pain, to add to my 
torments of mind ; fo that my mlfery 
wanted nothing in the meafure of itsi 
completion !:««**fiut mark my converiet 
with that ever blefeM fyintf my dcareft 
and once aflfedionate brother,T-<-aa be 
fate on the confines of Paradife — be 
wife unto lalvs^ion, and make proper 
ufe of tbii vifion. On fo hy'mg he 
waved his hand, in which I could per« 
ceive jie held a fceptre entwined with 
myrtle and olive fprigs ^ and then wiftfa 

a fweetnefs 
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a fweetnefs of countenance peculiar to 
theceleftial ipirits, he bowM in grace* 
ful attitude as tho* he'd ftill render me 
reverence and love !— on lofmg fight of 
this beautiful fcene x>{ heavenly joys, I 
fuddenly awoke in the utmoft degree of 
fear and terrific hauntings, and now 
have made known to you the fum o£ 
tnj vifionary travail^ wherein I've fuf- 
fer'd fo ' much in fpirit, that Fm ex- 
haufted almoft, and feem to bear in 
mind as tho' I adlually underwent the 
fingular occurrences of this awful vifi- 
tation of fpirit» ^ *

Here Cain ceafed to fpeak, atrd Ma» 
hala, with a benignity of afpe£b that 
refembled the purity of celeftial adora- 
tion, with a coUefted ftate of fpirits^ 
thus flie fpoke :— • . 

. , Thy 
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Thy name, O Great Creator of all 
things, be for ever bleffed ! — to thee 
alone, O wife and gracious God of 
Mercy ! are our thanks to be rendered— 
to thee are our praifes and oblations to 
be offered, for thy grace and mercy in 
fparing us, thy finful creatures. — O thou 
juft and perfedt being of infinite good- 
nefs! be pleafed to accept of our un- 
feigned and humble thanks for all the 
favours thou in thy bounteous care art 
pleafed to render unto fuch undeferving 
creatures. — May thy myfteries be right- 
ly underftood and faithfully interpreted 
by us in the fights of fupernatural 
worlds, wherein we have beheld won- 
derful appearances.^ It is our duty to 
offer thee the tribute of thanks and 
.praife for our prefervation from fo ma- 
ny recent dangers, and crouding evils — 

yes, 
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ye«, O Mighty Mover of the Heav*ns I 
'tis diine to accept, and haft promised to 
our parents to receive, the humble ad- 
dreffes of their offi^ng ; which name 
we in reverential awe beg leave to 
adopt; nor caft us off, O our Maker! 
in this defolate and uncultivated land — 
but grant unto us a remiffion of our fins, 
and by thy providence protcd us from 
future caufes of baleful guilt, (6 that 
at the hour of diffoludon the angel of 
our miniftry may pyefent us fpotlefs 
before the footfteps of thy throne. — 
Merciful father of all, we repofe our 
cares within thy ordering decrees of 
human aflairs, and only hope that by 
an humiliating refignation to thy will, 
to find the folacing reft that peace in 
£stith can fully fupply.-^Be gracious and 
merciful, O God, to this finful mortal 

who 
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who has fdiUn within thy jufl: difpleafure 
"—even my hufband, who received me 
at thy command. Grant, O righteous 
father of beneficence ! that by a perpe- 
tual fenfe of his crime, and a fmcerity 
of heart to bewail his deeds, which are 
clouded with the tranfgreffion of thy high 
commandment, he may be enabled to 
wafli away the ftains of guilt which pol- 
lute his foul, — that we may in thy king- 
dom join our dear and much belov'd 
brother Abel, there to refl the unlimited 
ages of eternity's boundlefs expanfe ! if 
thy creatures have found favour in thy 
fight, by our vifions of fleep, fulfil, O 
Almighty ! a further affurance by future 
revelations — this may*ft thou grant, O 
Lord God ! if it be thy divine pleafure, 
and in thy own name, and for tl^iy fake 
alone we humbly requeft it— for which, 

and 
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and all mercies vouchfafed unto us, may 
our hearts for ever continue to be hum- 
bly thankful for thy name's fake, to 
whom be thanks, praife, and glory, now 
and for evermore. Amen. 

Mahala here ended her invocation of 
the Deity, and arofe from her knees. 

Cain in a tranfport of delight with 
which his gloomy afpeft was illumined 
(for the firft time in his life) with a 
fincerity of heart, fell proftrate on the 
earth, and in a loud, voice fpoke as 
follows : —

Cain having clofed his prayer to 
God, Mahala tenderly embraced him —

Deity }——neverthelefs, be humble, pa- 
tient, and fully refigned, under all 
the difpenfations of thy Maker, for 
from thofe mud the experience of thy 
faith under trial refult, and by which 
Ihalt thou fecure unto thyfelf that ce- 
leftisd joy which the prefence of the

joys can have no end, even the city 
of the great and eternal Author of all 
that lives, moves, or has* a being T^ — • 
For thou know'ft *tis from his word 
alone this great world, and alt' the fur- 

D rounding 
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rounding orbs had their fource ; for, 
at his coonnand, ' chaotid matter . di- 
vided itfelf into ^ght and darknefs ; 
cold and heat, yet wanted a further 
command to divide thofe parts again, 
wherefore, tho£^ fubdivifions were at 
his command thus ordered, which they 
refpeftively obeyed— for, as yet, was 
nothing on the jfirft day of creation, 
but light and heat above, and cold and 
darknefs below. 

The fecond day, or meafure of God*s 
commandments, commenced with the 
form of the firmament, and the refer- 
voir^- for the waters.

The creatures of the earth, like unto 
us, pofiefs the five fenfes of God's 
mighty power, inafmucfa as they can 
tafte, fmell, hear, fee^ and are capa- 
ble of the fenfation of touching, — 
therefore, thofe were not our greateft. 
perfeAions in this organized body of 
fiefh, for as the angel in the vifion of 
my dream, with empyreal extacy, gave 
the glory to the Moft High, that we 
were created with two other fisiftfes a^ 
fuperior to all the reft, namely, under- 
ftanding and fpeedi; the firft to dU 
re& our faculties and paflions in tb6 
perception of ideas<^ or aftively by 
judging of the propriety, which we de-»

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^ibftaimng to be reafon, for herein do 
we furpafs the brutal creation, who 
hate no guide but nature, or animal 
proprafities* 

Again^ the other fenfe of conveying 
our ideas by words, which our Maker 
has. defined fpeech, is, in itfelf, a blef- 
fing of communication that the inferior 
^rld can in. 190 wife partake of, and is, 
, of all others, the greateft furety of aa 
immortality of the fpirit which the 
Lord breathed into us at our firll forma- 
tibn, and^is to follow in all our pofterity : 
— But, my beloved, to end the particu*^ 
lars of this relation which was revealed 
to me in laft night's fleep, the angel 
kath aiTured me that this, is the feventh 
day wherein the Lord refted from his 
work of creation, and. will reveal his 
c . dread 
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dread commands in ages to come, that 
it is to be kept holy during all the then 
fucceeding ages until the end of time, 
when we fhall put on the eternal reft 
and peace of our God in the world 
of beatific vifions, where unmeafured 
ages, fhall pafs away unnumbered in fab- 
baths of praife, thanks, and worfhip of 
him who is the only fource of glory, 
power, dominion, love, )oy, and, hap- 
pincfs. 

Here Mahala, with a pious ejacula- 
tipn, ended her difcourfe ; when the 
penitent fon of Sin and Sorrow, thus ex- 
claimed : 

O thou blefs'd of God, be ever hap- 
py, be ever wife — for thine is the reve- 
lations of the Highefl to know ; let us^ 

thereforej^ 
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therefore, according to thy word, make 
the fabbath to commence — yes — let us 
fet-this day apart for ever — let us teach 
our progeny its fandtification : — but as 
the fhower is now beginning to fall, this 
open fpot affords not ihelter ; I can per- 
ceive yonder fpreading palm to be a place 
of refuge from the ftorm*s rage. 

Caia and Mahala being retired to the 
ihelter of the palm-tree, there com- 
muned with each other on fpiritual 
matters, and fpent the day in prayers 
to Almighty God^ fo far was compunc- 
tion feated in: the bread of the mourning 
fratricide ; to. bring about which, the 
affability, and perfuafive dodtrinc of 
truth and pure maxims" of fincerity of 
heart, the wife of his bofom did not a 

.little contribute. So far 'tis plain that 

'•■ . 
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any perfon endowed with purity of uh- 
derftanding in the. knowledge of celef- 
tial things, may, with certainty, toh- 
vert an erring partner, whether hiifband 
or wife. For, as the hard and impene- 
trable marble is worn by the gentle 
dropping of a foft light liquid, fo is 
the ferocity of human creatures tamed 
by gentle and foothing advice and ad- 
monition ; or, as the lion in the foreft 
who can force down the lofty pine, 
and take his prey within the fight of 
an aflbciated army of enemies, without 
fear, and regardlefs of all obftruftions, 
yet, by the fubtilty of the herdfinan*s 
net, is conquered by weak cords that 
haw nothing to recommend their fure- 
tyftiip but a variety of knotting ; for 
the number, when altogether exerting 

* 

their ftr^ngth, do with eafe fecure the 
I — noble 
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noble animal, and fubjedl him to fear 
and death j fo that the (hepherd is with 
cafe mafter of the foreft king, who late- 
ly made the numerous wild inhabitants 
quake at his roar, is now no more a 
terror, but dies ignominioufly withbut 
attacking even the fimple iheep-dog 
who attends his mafter to worry the fa- 
tigued and panting animal. Juft fo 
wa« the' hard and rugged brows of 
Cain overcome by the foft and gentle 
rebukes, admonitions, councils, and 
tendernefs of his wife — for indeed his 
fiercenefs was overpowered by the fa- 
cred tenets infufed into his troubled 
conceptive faculties by his innocent 
partner ; who, notwithftanding her lit- 
tle knowledge of the pangs of g^ilt,* yet 
had words of fpiritual truths fo 4f to 
entangle him in a net .of knowledge. 

of 
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of that which was certain death to his 
carnal inclinations j for if he had not 
died in the flefh, he could not be quick- 
ened in the fpirit — a maxim that can 
never be out . of rule with all the tribe 
of innumerable tranfgreffors, notwith- 
ftanding the vague pretence of fpecious 
fophiflry. 

In many inftances was Cain con- 
vinced, and gave eager hearing to Ma- 
hala \ but yet he could in no wife efface 
the terrific mark of God imprinted on 
his forehead— in vain he endeavoured to 
wafh away the frightfulnefs of his phy- 
fiognomy, but as oft found it was im- 

. practicable — for the (tains of heinous 
Climes can in no wife be made clean, 

. unlefs purged by long and continued 
habits of repenting forrow and contri- 
tion 
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tion of heart ; therefore the cafual re- 
pentant cannot remove fo eafily, as he 
would fondly indulge his imaginations, 
until the Deity views the heart as 
cleanfed from pollution ; for a man's 
pretenfions to be virtuous, good, or 
penitent, have no efficacy to importune 
his confcience to be filent in her fevere 
lectures of reprehenfion. So it was yet 
with Cain ; he knew not the proof of 
his (lability, for light and darknefs al- 
ternately had guidance of his paths: 
nor could he afcertain his refolvea for a 
fingle day, fo new was the profeiHon 
. he had learned, and fo precarious are 
the various paths that lead out of the 
road of fpiritual life, to that of endlefs 
deftruftion j for the enemy of our na- 
ture is^ more affiduous to gain over the 
reclaimed fiivier^ than he is to feduce 

inno- 
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klnocence : fo • great is : his defire t^ 
plviii^ hiidian' bei^-inm the corfe of 
hisf (Jverlnfling dodm of tferror, horrof, 
and tbrmeiit, befide .Ae^ uhrep^^uit 
ftafe df-beii^ att' enemy to God-i-^ 
How fearful is fuch a ^afe, and hoinr 
much to Be , dreaded is fuch a fitbi- 
tion? ' ■ ' 

The land utito which Gain Had ar- 
rived wEbspIeailhg to the fight, and had 
' plenty of fruits and ftreamn to water \i ; 
nor were materiala wanting to build a 
hut^ nor neither did the lonfely pair 
decline induftry— foi" a 'few days after 
tJieir arrival, upon the gently rifing 
plain which lay between two lofty 
mountains on. the north and fouth, and 
a meandring brook of cryftal waters 
' that enclojfed the eadern bordera, and 

Aen 
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then with a folemn i^oxce of echothg 
miinnurst ran down precipitately fetentl 
fteep and craggy rocks, that were of 
pebidy grtet, and therefore fuU.of hpl- 
low ibckets, wherdd the flooded peadt 
of daiihing waves threw out^ with impe- 
tuMii force, their copious (lores, which, 
mixing with the tumbling iheets, made 
the cafcade ihowcr of pearly dews, ad- 
ding beauty and grandeur to the works 
of nature, and, of courfe, fublimely 
great* The other point unto the weft 
had woods of awful and ftupendous 
height, whofe copfe and fpruce were 
impenetrable; for unto Pifon, the great 
river of Eden, was this mighty foreft 
planted by the hand of God. 

*Twas here Cain, and his helpmate, 
raifed their hut, and firft laid open the 

foil 
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foil to receive the feeds of the earth ; 
and in lefs than a year faw themfelves 
poflefled of another fon, to which Cain 
gave the name c^ Enoch, and in his 
name he called the new refidence he 
had now poflefled ; and without further 
occurrence faw a fecond year compleated. 
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HAPPY are thofe who early feek 
the altar of devotion, whereby 
they enfure unto themfelves the favour 
and guidance of the Moil High; for 
unto thofe that are thus endow*d with 
true wifdom, will the, great and glorious 
works of the omnipotent power be re* 
vealM ; and he ihaU thereby flourilh in 
the land as a willow tree adjacent to the 
ilream ; his vrord^ ihall cloath him with 
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true regard from angels and men, and 
in the end af his days (hall he rejoice in 
the aim of the Almighty, for in him is 
his ftrength and his refuge } nor fhall he 
be forfaken in the hour of diilblution^ 
for his hope is on high, and lives beyond 
the dark manfions of the: grave ; and in 
faith. of fuch affurance and true belief, 
he l^ys him down in peace, and fmiles at 
the ilumber of death ; for he hath lived 
in charity i j&atd dies' in ftieh love, fo that 
he cannot feel the iiing- of deadi ; nor 
is the grave a vi€t6t bVer him, for h4 
foweth in corruption with a certainty td 
i'eap incorruptible fruit oft that day when 
the world ihall be judged in righteouf-^ 
nefs ; for he is fure his reward will not 
be withheld, and in hiiii whom he trufls 
cannot be (h^ken; for his^ kingdom is 
without meafure in it^ dufatioK, as is 

his 
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is mercy in jJaiicu Ae . to thdfe' tihdi 
eanfeftly fedc it, and ii foiind of all 
ihofe that fearch for it. 

• • • • • ■ 

Aa the bart is refifefhed by the cool- 
ing refervoir in the (haded banks of the 
flow-moving level of a deep cut ritty 
whofe fource is little more than conti- 
nned drops^ yet by paflage through the 
plain, fills the hollows up to its level ; 
when flie retires from the fun-burnt 
ciiff to evacie the darting rays of mid* 
day fun, or the hard, breathing toil of 
fleeting from the relentlefs hunter's ea- 
ger chace, when the flood alone can fave 
her from ioftantaneous death, and gives 
the wearied animal new vigour to elude 
the dangers that portend, fo were the 
joys of Cain and his fpoufe, when from 
the hand of Heaven a female was 

added 
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added to their family. Herein, faid 
Cain, fhall my same be perpetuated; 
for until this time did I doubt the good- 
nefs of Heaven, and held fufpicions that 
ihy name would be blotted ' out from 
amongfl: thofe who fhould replenifh and 
multiply the Tons of men. ^ 

Mahala was far exceeding her huf- 
band in devout pradfes unto the Lord, 
and in her enraptured extacy fainted 
away into an heavy fwoon* 

The une^peded fight allay'd the ex- 
ulting joys of Cain, and inftantly he 
funk into extreme fadnefs : — Alas 1 he 
cried, am I fuch an unfortunate wretch 
as to be the fport of time, and the par- 
taker of the bitternefs of many deaths ! 
— O whence had I this torment ! I have 

been 
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been from my early days, until now, 
. a mourner, and a man of forrows. In 
vain do I feek repofe, for fin and death 
*are conftantly at my door; my defer ts 
are fuch I Ihall not be freed from con- 
tinual tribulations, for in error is my 
underftanding bewildered, and from evil 
. I cannot feparate the imaginations of my 
heart. O wretched man, thy blefling 
feems to forerun thy curfe !— Hah ! is ihe 
jftill alive? — Heavens! — Hoa! my dear 
Mahala ! 

He then embraced her in his arms, 
and adminiftered 'a fpicy fruit, whofe 
aromatic effluvia foon reftor'd the figns 
to animated ilrength, and gave Cain a 
fecond joy. 

i\h! my dear, faid Mahala, where- 
fore doft thou repine? — Although de- 
prived 



prhcd :afHr^:igth i^.offioes. of external 
fenfatioB;, : yet I .diftinftly heard your 
VQRd«,i. which were- not befitting Ay 
fitttation> nor as^ a fmke being of tranfi- 
teiry exiftence in this life; for thou 
kftow^ft !iireU that diie decrees of Heaven 
are juft: and faitjifiil, and therefore upon 
what pretext are thy complaints? 

Thy forrows for my feeming diflblu- 
uon were [ unbecoming, for thou didft 
not feek a remedy, or try an experiment 
to fave a fleeting breath, but vended 
thy diflike to the will of the Moft 
High. 

Cain, unable to anfwer her charge, 
in fad filence groan'd without a reply. 
Again fhe refumed her admonition ; 
when he in fuUen filence withdrew,

prietence, he flrayed through . the difmal 
haunt.

Life in the highefl arch-angel, and 
in the lowed reptile, is one and the 
£une in its original eflence and fource^- 
which is God ; , and it is the difference 
in the fubjed, or recipient, that alone 
▼aries the form of it. Man has a three- 

fold 
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fold capacity, or recipiency, one above 
another, which no other <:reature has, 
and therefore is receptive of the fpiri- 
tual and rational, as well as of the ani- 
mal life. The exercife and improve- 
ment of the faculties open the two 
former; but where they continue fhut, 
he is no better than a fenfual . animal 
(as is to be feen in too many, not only 
among favages but nominal Chriftians) 
though the root of his nature being in 
the eternal world, thence he muft be 
of immortal continuance in exiftence, 
whether of good or evil fociety. 

They who attain . no higher than the 
rational life in this world, may be great 
fcholars, and able to fpeculate highly, 
to reafon deeply, and talk profoundly on 
dark or abilrufe fubje£b; but if they 

advance 
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advance not to fome fenfe of fpiritual 
things, or to a confcientious difcharge 
of religious duties according to the light 
he receives from above, they can't reach 
to the fpiriti^I life here, and it is to be 
feared vfill remain fo through the unmea- 
furable fpace of all eternity j for no new 
principle remains to be opened to the 
foul in the other life ; for according to 
the word of truth, as man falls, (i. e. 
as he dies) fo is he to remkin during 
the boundlefs exiftence of eternal life*— 
therefore here only is that great work 
to be performed; for according to our 
adlions does it appear ^ to our own view, 
(our confciences) whether we are in the 
dired road to Heaven or Hell. 

Agreeable to this thefis, and like to 
a man in a ilate of intoxication, who, 

E during 
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-during his ebriety, confiders not whi- 
ter he is bound, nor does he fear the 
gulph or <:5itaraa to which he is warily 
adfancing, until fome confiderable ilips 
•or accidental fall, redores to him his 
abforbed fenfes, which were until then 
incapable x>{ direftion, he roufes from 
ills fethargic flate^of fenfation, and look-* 
4iig around ; with furprize, beholds his 
danger; fo were the faculties of Gain 
benumbed with grofs ideas of fuppofed 
AVTongs proceeding from his loving 
fpottfe, who loved him as her better 
half, yet iie, by erroneous meafure, 
faw her in another light, therefore 
judged her fever e and harfh. Anon the 
rifing bows of tufted b^y^trees, with -a 
loud ruflling of the leaves, difclofed 
the combat of a terrific view. A tigrefs 
robbed pf her young by the lion's vora- 

xiojas 
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cious appetite, had, in the fad, con- 
vinced herfelf the potent chief of the 
quadruped race was guilty of the mur- 
derous deed, and in a furious rage of 
.wrath and unrelenting flexibility, at- 
tacked the barbarous defpoiler of her 
tender care.— The lion thus aflaiPd, in 
a plight not prepared for a contending 
match of powerful exertion in brutal 
ftrength, was, by the vigour of the 
tigrefs, fadly hurt ere he was in a con- 
dition of preparation ready to return the 
falute. Added to this misfortune of 
being furprized by the painful dam of 
the wild brood of cubs, the mate of 
the forrowful female came to her affift- 
ance, and without enquiring the caufe, 
.(as evidently he could not) nor yet look- 
ing to any matter that might lead him to 
a difcovery, inftinftively aflifted his mate, 

E 2 who. 
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who, both together, plyM the royal 
irute with a fufEcient match to his great 
ikill in fight and mighty ftrength. 

'Twas here Cain was convinced he was 
in the mouth of danger — he fled afide, 
but fcarce knew which way to run, for 
the foreft echoed with the mighty roar 
"—ihjQ fight was as defperate a& doubt- 
ful; but at length the ftraying mortal 
fawr the Hon viftorious, at the fame 
time faw the poor animals expiring in 
defending their lawful right! — Is this 
juftice ? fjays the fon of Adam : — if it 
is, then what are wrongs? — But fcarce 
had he fpoke thefe words, when the 
lion, through lofs of blood and dread- 
ful rents and wounded flefli^ fell down 
lifelefs near the fpot. 

Ah! 
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Ah ! faid Cain, I fee my error^l draw 
conclufions precipitately - my temper is 
hafty— I muft curb that dangerous fire 
that too oft has kindled my foul into a 
flam&— I fee a lefTon in the dark recefTes 
of the crouded foreft — this brute, wha 
was the conqueror a][id the aggrefTor^ was 
not long triumphant ; he periihed in his 
guilt !: 

My parents were kind and tender tiy 
me when I had robb'd them of a goodly 
fon ; yet I felt no inclination to* confefs 
my guilt, otherwife than by aggravating 
▼aunts of wickednefs in the hour of my 
frantic fadnefs: — No, I did not leffen 
the horror of the deed by applying bal- 
fam to the wound I gave their hearts, 
but relentlefsly quitted the plains of 
Salem, wherein they now inhabit, and 

fled 
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fled thither from God's prefence and 
their rebuke: — Alas! how vain are my 
attempts ; for as the Hon, who with 
fuperior force overcame the injured ani- 
mals in this foreft, and then fell a viftim 
to his untimely paffion of preying on the 
innocent young, fo fhall my guilt be 
purfued by punifhments that fhall fall 
heavy on my head at an unexpeded and 
unguarded hour. 

I am now convincM of my hafty re- 
folves to be erroneous and partial ; I 
fliall return and alk forgivenefs of my 
excellent wife, who only is kind to me 
in admonifliing me to fle^ from fm; 
therefore 1 fhall henceforward endeavour 
to deferve her kindnefs. 

Cain fought the path under the vaulted 

fhrubs. 
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flirubs, and contrafting brambles, with- 
out effeft, and with laboured difficulty 
got to the verge of the foreft ere it 
was dark, and at length arrivtfd at bi« 
dwelling . quite wearied and fpent with 
fatigue. 

Mahala, on account of her recent 
travail, was very weak ; and agitated by 
the abrupt manner of her hufband's de- 
parture, was very much indifpofed ; and 
feverifli fymptoms were evident in the * 
glowing blulh of heat on either cheek; 
die fwelling eye-lids and dimnefs of 
fight, heated fluids, quick pulfation, and 
a difficulty in refpirarion, were omens 
too obvious to be overlooked. 

Cain faw his affeftionate companion 
in this plight, but, thro' his indifcreet 

route. 
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route, was fo fatigued that he was in- 
capable to give her any affiftance. 

Here let us leave the fbr^ngers in 
Nod, and look towards Salem, to be- 
hold the condition of our firfl parents^ 
and their offspring there. 



ADAM and Eve no fooncr loft their 
fon and daughter, than they fought 
around in the adjacent woods whither 
they fuppofed moft probably would be 
the retreat of their forrowing fon, who 
fo wickedly had flain their beloved 
Abel. 

Thirza, the difconfolate widow of 
the firft of men that death affumed 

dominion 
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dominion over, was reftlefs the whole 
night; and hearing the fighs and la- 
mentations of her fifter Mahala, her 
curiofity had fuch influence over her 
watch, that (he was guided folely to 
know the iffue of the lonefome haunt 
fbe faw her kindred haftening to get 
unto, as the thickefl part of the difmal 
fhade was their direftion. 

By Cain's voice and gloomy obferva- 
tion, (he heard and underftood diflinftly * 
that towards the eaft of the flowVy plain 
was the route deftinM to the unhappy 
family, 

r 

Further, the oriental radiant ftar of 
night was the guidance of Mahala and 
her fpoufe, as onward they haftily dl- 
refted their footfteps over the eaftern 

E 5 lawn^ 
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lawn which led into the ruffet covering 
of the foreft wilds. This intelligence 
gained, fhe quickly returned, unto the 
cottage of Adam and Eve, whom fhe 
found in pollures of devotion; and 
with fervency of zeal imploring the 
mercy of Divine Juftlce to fpare, par- 
don, regenerate, and make unto them 
and himfelf a happy man, their unfor- 
tunate and fir ft born wicked fon, even 
Cain, the murderer of his brother. 

Many were the pious* entreaties of 
Adam unto the Moft High, to look 
with compaffion on him, the work of 
his hands; therefore, not to caft oflF 
foi ever the erring of a weak unguided 
mortal, whofe certainty in this world 
was only death; that the concomitants 
of man's life were, by his tranfgreffion, 

a body

As 
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Aa foon as (he had recover'd the ufe 
of the organs of fpeech, the innocent 
fair gave a relation of all fhe knew, and 
what were her conjectures relative to 
the flight of Cain. 

Her parents addrefled her as to the 
particulars of what fhe had recounted, 
and were of one opinion with her, nor 
were the furmifes of any of them dif- 
ferent. 

Meanwhile it was deliberated upon 
by Adam, Eve, and Thirza, whether 
he fhould not follow their track, left 
they fhould fall into fome unforefeen 
danger in the unfrequented wood, and 
there be loft through want of means of 
food, or afnftance to guide them out 
again«

be acquainted with the particulars he 
fhould of confequence be acquainted 
with, if he was fo fortunate as to over- 
take them, his children, whd were hur- 
rying from his rebuke, and alfo from 
the prefence of the Almighty, 

Adam with hafty fteps forfook the 
plain ; and on the entrance of the wood 
was direfted by the uofturnal ftar, 
which was partly towards the Eaft, and 
with eagernefs of foot foon travelled 
many miles. 

About the morning watch Adam 
reached the flowery bank whereon the

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with Eliel, were impatient of delay, en- 
quired where their parents were ? When, 
ere Eliel or his brother could reply, an 
angel in .azure robes, ting*d with ce-

Now we (hall return to Nod, or the 
land of difguife, wherein we left the 
wife of Cain in her weak and helplefs 
ftate of illnefs ; but thro* the bleffing 
of that night's refrefhing draughts of 
cooling liquor, which was the produce 
of fome fruits brought home by Cain 
from the foreft wherein he had been, 
Mahala inftantly recovered, and next 
day was freed from the forrowing of a 
fickly bed. 

In 
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In days and weeks of care^ and months 
and years of trouble, Cain and Mahala 
few their progeny increafe to feveti- 
daughters, for from this time had Ma- 
hala twins* Yet unto Cain was bom 
no other Ton than Enoch ; for from him 
was to fpring a multitude which ihould 
replenifh the world exceedingly : yet, in 
the fulnefs of time their evil caufed an 
inundation of the deep, and the refer- 
voirs of Heaven, to give the whole of 
their coIleAed waters at once, and by 
their iniquity in doing that which pleafed 
their fight, and reftraining themfelves 
from nothing that was fenfual or un- 
clean, they became as mighty giants in 
the earth, and in procefs of time drew 
down the vengeance of the Moft High 
to deftroy the world for their fakes ; 
inafmuch as they had, by their crying 

fins, 
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fins, tainted the whole race of mankind, 
and none was found faithful but one 
man, even Noah, and through his righ- 
teoulhefs was his family iaved to perpe- 
tuate the world.

lefs and Vithout a blemifb, to be num- 
bered with his faints and angels ; to be

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his children and not his flaves; to be 
of his houfehold and not his fervants ; 
to be his brethren and not his remov'd 
relatives ! 

O Chriftian people, who are under 
the eafy yoke and light burden of re- 
demption, be wife unto falvation; for 
unto every one is given the means to 
purchafe life and immortality, and to 
avoid (in and everlafling death.

T N forrow let the perpetrators of male- 
•*• diAion mourn the foulnefs of their 
crimes ; for from a cbmpundion of foul 
is the penitent known : of this a tender 
and a wounded confcience bear perpe- 
tual record; otherwife the convert, un- 
der his difguife of fanftity, is at bed but 
the wretched impoftor of hypocrify, the 
conflant agent of fin, and the forerun- 
ner of death; unto whom is referved 

the 
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knefs and darknefs of his dread- 
fill ftate, during the innumerable ages 
of eternity. 

Let the feture take heed that ht 
ftands fall, and let the beguiling fon of . 
iraud know» that the mockery ef his 
cunning* is to none more dangerous and 
deftruftivc than to his own wretched 
foul, who muft for ever moiim the folly

^tis nojv the -C43ndemn*d mortal, whofe 
doom is announced, will frankly own, 
that -in the croud of flatterers who were 
wont to feign and raife monuments of 
inimbrtal infallibility in their adulatory 
encomiums, there were none honeft nor 
fincere who poffefsM unadorn'd truth, 
for all their mOck refpeft is now upon 
tlie eve of dark oblivion, never to be 
again remembercdr

although Cain had no idea of the rank 
or diftinftions of future ages, yet he 
had a lively fenfe of the frailty of the 
flefh, and of the doom pronounced a- 
gainil the life of man ; therefore were hi$ 
cogitative faculties bufied upon the ftate 
of mortal uncertainty, as alfo that of the 
certainty of life immortal ; for of thofe 
particular matters had he heard his pa- 
rents frequently converfe, who had at 
an early period inculcated precepts of 
practical application into him.

He was in his contemplative parts per- 
haps more fublime than our degenerate 
days will give us fcope of imagination, 
which no doubt made his concept! ve 
properties more fully charged with un- 
tainted breathings of fceptic doftrine, 
than our polifii of religious days can pre- 
tend to ; for he was converfant with the 
ftate of his dark account with the great 
author of his being, and was in full con- 
feilion unto the Deity, giving evidence 
againft his deeds, as Mahala entered.^ 

No fooner had Mahala given him the 
morn falute, than flie entertainM him 
with the vifions of her fleep. I am 
convinced (faid (he) that ftill doth part 
of our offspring live whom we had fup- 
pos*d devoured of the voracious animals 
in the wood, when in our journey from 

Salem 
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Salem hkher. — And then with a long 
detail of particulars, (he narrated the 
fafts file judg*d would corroborate the 
circumftances of her aflertions \ to which 
Cain paid due attention^ 

After various inferences drawn by 
cither, the refult whereof was thus 
concluded :— that in a future day, they 
would together vifit the land of their 
nativity, and exchange forgivenefs and 
pardon with the firft created of men, 
his partner, and their oflfspring then re- 
fident there — alluding to Adam, Eve, 
Thirza, as alfo others who were thcij 
brethren, that fince their departure might 
have been rifen up to mature eftate* 

This conclufion drawn, as the ulti- 
matum of their intentions, Cain and 

Mahala 
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Mabala werp flow determm'd on tKe 
errand to return once more to Salem, 
l|ut not to remain, and only as fojourn- 
er$i in the lan49 P^y !^heir vifit thither. 



NOW it Vf9s that Cain began to feek 
for afpot of inheritage to fettle the 
poflerity of his progeny ; and to that 
intent had feledied the riling mounts of 
feven gently- fuelling hills that grac'd 
the midland plain. 

Enoch, now grown up to man's edate, 
his father gave unto him three of bis 
daughters to be his wives, which he 
took unto him and raisM up a name 
unto his father ; therefore was Cain re- 
joic'd, and cailM the city which he had 

raisM 
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raisM in fome part, to be finifli'd only 
by the rifing generations of hk offsprings 
after the name of his fon, fo that it was 
afterwards kno>«^n by the name of the 
city of Enoch, or Chanock, until the 
deluge. 

This was a male that was bom untp 
Enoch of his wife Camuelah, the firll- 
born female in the land of Nod ; there- 
fore w^s an indulgence given that fhe 
might name the fon fhe was grac'd with 
as the firft fruits in the land of her na- 
tivity j and the child was called Ir ad 3^ 
fignifying the firft fruits : '- ' 

From whom fprung a great nation^ 
as Mehujael, the fon of Irad, -was the 
father of Methufael, of whom Lamech 
was born, whofe wives were Adah aiid. 

Zillah. 
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Zillah. The firft produced Jabat, the 
father of t^ofe who pofleffcd flocks, 
and maintained their nation in a conti- 
nual camp; and unto her whowasthp. 
fecond, or laft taken vrtfe, (Zillah) was 
born Jubal, the author of melody, for he 
was the firfl: who taught mufic unto his 
children; from whom fprung the fai- 
ence ; fo that all nations afterwards were 
charmed with their dexterity in that art 
of harmonious founds, called mufic* 

Alfo unto Zillah was born Tubal - 
Cain, th# firft who wrought as an arti- 
ficer in brafs, iron, and wood, where- 
by carvM- and molten images were en- 
graved. — Hence idols were invented.— 
This was him of whom the ancient 
writers report, that Lamech was by far 
more- guilty than his grandfire Caia, 

F < for 
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for he flew his brethren to inherit their 
poflcffions ; but for the foulnefs of his 
crimes he found not a place to repent, 
therefore was he marked with the dread- 
ful afpecl of Cain ; for to him had ter- 
ror and wild difmay painted his counte- 
nance with fear, fo that none could look 
upon him without admiration, and of 
being fully convinced he was the 
wretched man who had flied innocent 
blood. 

Cain having at length finifh'd as much 
of the city of Enoch as he judgM would 
be neceflary for his progeny during his 
own life, and made outlines of thofe 
buildings he wifh'd to be completed, 
as in courfe ihould be wanted as they 
increasM in number. To regulate the 
cuftoms of this city^ t^e founder had 

ordain'd 
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ordato'd fuch laws ^s he €0|iQeiy'd would 
i^ »o(i faiiHary for their internal fafety 
ai^ uijite4 bepi^fit. r

the maternal regard and kind admoni- 
tions of their mother.

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Now bong featcd on a railed fcafibl4» 
with a folemn and manly a(jpe£k, he en- 
treated them, who were hi3 children 
and his auditors, to hear with patient 
the whole of his difcourfe, and to be 
edified thereby; for unto them would 
advice be ihortly wanting; and by due 
refpe£t unto his wonds, perhaps they 
might for the mod part avoid the temp« 
ter's fnare, who was now become a Uan 
in his way, who fear'd his ftrengtb, yet 
waited to conquer the tender ihoots of 
his inexperienced progeny; and thrice 
calling aloud unto the aflembly, be beg- 
ged them to be lilent whilft he talk'd 
imto them for their edification; and 
with a folemn air he thus began :

Here Cain added various prfC^fitl 
and wholefome advice in bis rules and 
m^^ims in the c^d^rly 4poa4u^ :ef Ms 

offspring, 
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offspring, which took him many hours 
in the ferious narration, admonitions, 
land councils*. ^ 

However, upon concluding his diC- 
courfe he found many diffatisfied ; whilft 
others were refraftory, and difregarded 
the words of the narrative, or of his 
mod: whblefome councils, or of the 
wifdom which, by his years and long 
experience, he was capable to utter, 
in his remarks upon various parts and 
particular paflagea of his fubjedl:, yet he 
found but few inclined to adopt any of 
his maxims, and fewer ftill feemed. to 
give credence to the words of his laws, 
but were direfted folely by their carnal 
minds. 

Thus Cain endeavoured to inculcate 

the 
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the feeds of grace within the riiing 
. plants of his produdion, but with what 
faccefs we fhall not pretend to rc;count, 
as in this regard he fell within the error 
of his improper indulgence to his fon 
Enoch and his daughters, who were now 
all become the wives of this reftive foa 
of Cain. 

To fet bounds unto the unfettled fi>- 
tuation of the roaring billows, might 
be with equal fuccefs attempted as to 
guard againfl the exCeffes of Enoch's 
fons and daughters, who were with their 
father heedlefs of the commands or in- 
junftions of parentage, therefore flight* 
ly regarded all the words that were^ 
with a fond regard for their welfare, fo 
laborioufly aimed to render them fer- 
vice by their cemmon father, Cain, ere 

he 
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htkt forwai*d for the hnd of Salem j 
and More paitictularly, diflatisfadioa 
arofe Ut)6n the difclofare of Mahala's 
fdiid fuggeftion of her children that 
*irerc bort there, bemg (till alive, and 
that h^r defire was to add them and 
their idcr^e, if providence had fo de- 
creed that they were ftill alive, and 
fhould be found of her. 

Murmurings and difcord enfued on 
hearing of this' news ; for no roots of 
kind and tender affedion or brotherly 
love grew tip with this feed which 
fprung up in the land of Nod, for unto 
all was the diabolical principle of cove- 
toufnefs and felfifli inclinations to pro- 
traft the rife or progrefs of the welfare 
of ftrangers, or even of the neareft affi- 
Bity, if their refpedive intercfts clafhed 
a with 
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with that of thofe they fuppofed to be 
within the orbit of their circumfcrip* 
tion. 

Such were the natiird isndowmeiits of 
the rsUre of Gain^ who were partakers 
in 'muitipliied degrees of their father's 
curfe, aHho* he found grace to repent 
of his fall; yet his lineal defcendants 
did not efcape the contagion, but grew 
up as lions of the forefl, to deftroy the 
peace and happinefs, and prevent the 
well-doing of all others who were in^ 
clined to lives of left vicious exploits 
than themfelves. 

In fine, Cai^ and Mahala were re- 
duced to flraits ere they could, with 
any decorum, appeafe the tumult of 
their offspring in Nod, or get them 

to 
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to comply with their intentions of vifit- 
ing the land of Salem* 

However, after folemn prdteftationd 
on the part of Cain and Mahak, that 
none of their c^pring^ born in Salem, 
flionld be conveyed to Nbd on their 
return, but fhould fbjoUrn there, and 
come thither again without any increafe 
or addition in their family. 

Having now adjulled the feveral mat- 
ters that were found neceflary previous 
to their departure, early upon the firft 
day of the week did Cain and Mahala 
begin thieir journey towards the land of 
Salem, and were forely grieved to fee 
their numerous family afting only as 
commanders over them, by enjoining 
under penalties, to ad according to 

their 
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their diredions, and to find that no trace 
of filial duty was in their compofition. 

Having diredted their courfe to the 
clofe-tufted foreft, they entered the con- 
fines of the difmal dwellings o^ all the 
fierce quadrupeds, yet with an aiTurance 
of God's grace and favour they traveled 
onward ; with hearts raifed to Heaven to 
implore a continuance of that bleffing, 
they continued their journey thro* tije 
tracklefs deferts and lonely wafles of 
unknown climes. ■'

yet the inherent nature of frail man is

Then it is no' matter of furprize to 
find the evil feed performing evil deeds, 
for in the days of grofs imaginations 
and a bitlerncfs of heart were the chil- 
dren of Cain begotten, nor did return 
with all his heart unto his maker until 
a latter period j hence it may be in- 
fcrred, this generation were inheritors 
of their father's curfe, which to tl^em- 
felves, by evil' works, they greatly 
magnified, and had a manifold in- 
creafe.

' Refrefhments being had, the family 
feat^d at «afe, Cain and Mahala gare 
^n hiftbry of their tranfaftions, and the 
occurrences and viciffitudes that had 
taken place ifince their departure out of 
the land ; and jparticularly dwelt upon 
the heart-breaking ricolleftion of the 
difobedience and undutifulnefs of their 
poftcrity refident in Nod, and the little 
hope they entertained of their reforma- 
tion 



tion from the evils of their ways, not* 
withftanding their joint attention to in^* 
culcate precepts of filial duty and piety 
in their growing years, and early iaftruc*. 
tion towards edification* 

As foon as Cain ceas'd to fpeak^ be 
feh a tremor all over his perfon, and 
a debility in (trengdi, infomuch that he 
was incapable to rife without aiUftance ;

of Cain occupied ; for he expeded the 
vifitation of juftice, and he was certain 
of his deferts being only to be thofe 
where evil was to he requited;^ and as 
he had fliortened the days of his righ- 
teous brother, he was certain juftice 
wouW not fleep to let him enjoy a long

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day, if his pardon was fealed in the 
realms above^ 

The night paftM without any dange* 
rous f]unptoms ; but the enfuii^g day 
bore evident marks and certain figns of 
decaying nature ; his refpiration wa» 
with difficulty, bis pulfe in unequal 
meafure, his limbs contra£ted in their 
joints, his head and heart Ifiird with 
heat and pain, and his whole frame dif- 
ordered exceedingly, and leniible of fick- 
nefs in the extreme. 

Cain was attended by the hand and 
heart of his ever faithful and loving* 
wife J (he felt • each figh and groan of 
his within her bofom, yet fhe could not 
alleviate them in either ; her grief was 
beyond all defcription.

brance as thy friend gone before thee 
to the banquet, and reft with content ; 
and be it thy only care to follow me 
whither the Lord hath called mej for 
thro^ my fins are my days Shortened, 
yet this aft of juftice of the Lord's is 
my eternal gain, and in all finners cafes 
will this maxim of the Moft High be 
always attended to. Our children in 
Nod leave to the direftion of Heaven-
